SCORE HURT IN RIOTS 


Strikers 
and

BUTl^ER, Aug. 19.—More than 


score oC persons were injured, sever-

Among the creature comforts which 


were distributed were 300,000,000 beef 
cubes, 618.000,000 cigarets. 3,760,000 
pipes, 546,851 pounds of pipe tobacco 
and 3.000,000 pounds of candy. 


Darinff the 32 months, saj-s the re- 


port, tho kniguts received $17,000,000 
of the 125.000,000 alloted them In tlie 
united war work campaign, to which 
was added }11,176.'109 w h i c h had 
been collected bj the knights prior to 
the war drive. Disbursements wore, 
for activities in the United States. 
$5468,060.79, and for activties over- 
seas, J9.550.0S2.62, a total of ?15,01S,- 
14341, leaving unexpended a balance 
or ?2.1i:.151.16. 


Of the funds expended in the United 


States $1.303,022.85 went for construc- 
tion of huts and other buildings and 
rentals. A total of 461 buildings and 
32 camps were operated. Personnel 
expense, including salaries, traveling 
expenses, uniforms and other person- 


al equipment cost $1,046,680.11 for a 
total personnel of 1,134. 


Other large items included $745,659 


for activities on the service program,

ployers here. 


Southern farmers and plantation 


owners wane the southern negroes 
back. If t'nere were some method of 
getting m touch with them it is de- 
clared the expense of their return to 
Dixie v.ould be willingly borne. This 
will hold especially true for the next i 
few weeks, because there is need of 
negroes who know how to take care of 
the cotton crop. 


But these employers say they do 


not want northern-born and reared 
negroes. They would prefer to bring 
m foreign labor, they assert. 


"We would not hesitate to pay the 


expense of a hundred or more negroes 
from Chicago and other northern 
cities to our place if we can get south-

Americans Prevent Inceptions and 


Meetings Phuined by Residents 


of Occnpicil Territory. 


WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES 


IN GERMANY, July 27 (Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press)—Public 
receptions and meetings planned by 
civilians in honor of returning Ger- 
man prisoners of war are not to be 
allowed in the American occupied 
area, notice to this effect recently 
having been seat to the authorities ot 
the local government. The German 
Red Cross has been collecting funds 
for several months in preparation lor 
the home-coming of thousands of Ger- 
mans from France and England, 


A recent order by Major General 


Henry T. Allen, commander of the 
American Forces in Germany, quotes 
a letter to the Ober-President of the 
Rhine provinre as follows: 


:TVhhe sympathizing: tnllf with the 


natural desire of the German people 
to accord a welcome to the returning 
prisoners of war, neveitheless, la 
view of the fact that the military oc- 
cupation 
must 
continue until, the 


treaty of peace is ratified by the Al- 
lied governments, and particularly in 
view of the necessity of preventing 
any semblance of disorder which 
might compel a resort to disciplinary 
action, the commanding general di- 
rects that you have the regierungfi- 
praesidents of Coblenz ar.d Trier no- 
tify the population of their respect.ve 
bezirks that the reception of return- 
ing prisoners of war must be limited 
to personal and family receptions, and 
must not be made the occasion of of- 
ficial reception.,, procession* or any 
other pub.ic assemblies. 


"This will not of course, be con- 


strued to prevent ths Red Cross au- 
thorities from serving refreshments 
at railroad stations."

strike. 
; In order that the American public 
may have a full and unbiased under- 
standing of the exact situation, the 
American Mining Congress, repre- 
senting 65 per cent oi the tonnage 
shipped over ^American railways, is- 
sues this statement and warning: 


."The total number of shop men em- 


ployed in all lines of railroad work 
13 450.000. The total' increases esti- 
mated by government analysis for the 
450,000 shop men. would be $230,000,-

eral shortage in industrial coal. That 
warning was based upon careful in- 
vestigation of the transportation sit- 
uation. 
Of the 
240,000 car$ Idle 


through being in unserviceable condi- 
tion, about 90,000 were the open top 
coal car type. T-he Railway Adminis- 
tration had already realized the situa- 
tion and had placed the railway shops 
on the full working basis and had 
already entered into outside contracts 
Tor the repair, of several thousand' of 
these cars in order that coal could 
move when the full shipment began. 
It called attention to the fact that the 
coal operators were helpless in the 
matter and to the necessity of hav-;
